Abra 
ham Lincoln WAS the victim of the mos 
brutal assaults of every character, auc 
in the bitterness of partisan rancor al 
most every conceivable crime was laic 
at his door. 
General Grant was ac- 


cused of using his high office to partici 
pate in the fruits of frauds upon the 
Government. 
General 
Garfield was 


charged with being corruptly interested 
in Credit Mobelier stock, and to have 
received $329 as n bribe, and, asBeecher 
happily expressed it, "the campaign, 
presented the disgusting spectacle oJ 
the great Democratic party of the na 
tion, down on its belly writing "329' 
on the curb-stones." 
None of these 


methods of political warfare have over 
changed a vote. The party is prized by 
its history and platform; the candidate 
by his previous personal character and 
known views. It is safe fo assert, that 
any man who can pass the ordeal of a 
National nominating Convention, com 
posed of more than 800 delegates, repre- 
senting all tha States aud Territories, is 
» fit man to be President, aud that none 
but a man worthy of ihe honor could 
obtain the indorsement of the highest 
political tribunal known to our system 
of party politics. 


The Democrats are very much exer- 


cised over the fact that Blaine sent a 
man to help fight for hia country, while 
he himself was fighting the Copper- 
heads and sustaining Lincoln's Admin- 
istration on the floors of Congress 
against the Democratic opposition. It 
is a serious charge, and while the Re- 
publicans will plead guilty on behalf of 
their leader, they will cheerfully acquit 
all of the Democratic candidates, except 
Butler, of having served their country 
in ita trying crisis to any considerable 
degree. We do not remember any oc- 
casion during the war in which Cleve- 
land or flower particularly distinguished 
themselves, and we have not yet beard 
of Sam Randall rushing to arms when 
his State was invaded by the Rebels. 
In fact the most conspicuous figure of 
those times was that of Bayard, who 
climed up on the top-most rail of the 
highest fence he could find ia Delaware, 
and looked on. 


A Democratic exchange says that the 


solid Sooth will furnish 153 electoral 
votes, and that it will be sad, indeed, 
if the North can not manage to scratch 
around, and secure the. other 48. A 
President thus secured would be simply 
a President of the South, and one or 
two States of the North. Circumstan- 
ces would require him to select his 
cabinet from the Southern States, with 
possibly one Northern representative— 
Secretary of the Navy, perhaps, and 
then, with a President elected by the 
South, assisted by its Northern allies, a 
cabinet composed of Southern men, a 
Democratic House, what have you be- 
tween the South and its original at- 
tempt to gain control of the Govern- 
ment except the Senate, liable in time 
to become Democratic? Then, gentle- 
men Democrats of the North, you could 
draw your wallets to assist in paying 
the rebel war debt, the pensioning of 
rebel soldiers, and the restoration of 
confiscated Southern property. When 
the Norib "scratches around" to secure 
those "additional 48 votes," she will at 
the same time, if they are secured, 
scratch a match that will firo the whole 
Governmental 
fabric, and make a 


charred and blackened wreck of the in- 
stitutions of the fathers. There is but 
one word of advice iii this connection, 
to Northern Democrats, that is scratch 
your heads—the heads of your ticket. 


Benjamin P. Btitler, who never ap- 


pears to look at the spot which be pro- 
poses to hit, may receive the Democratic 
nomination for President. Such an 
event is not impossible, and, though the 
South might not regard the nomination 
kindly, it would nevertheless vote for 
him, 
rather than a despised Republi- 


can. Benjamin was a soldier, and his 
services to the Government in that 
capacity were by no means to be 
sneered at. He is a statesman of no 
mean capacity, and au executive officer 
of known ability. He is a better man 
morally than Payne, a more sagacious 
politician than Hoadly, and a broadar 
man than 
Cleveland. Some 
things 


might be thrown up to him, but these, 
in a Presidential canvass, don't count. 
Ban. has the nomination of the Greeu- 
baokers and Workingmen, and now if he 
can get the endorsement of the Democ- 
racy ne can have a tearing time. It is 
probable that Mr. Blaine would beat 
Benjntnin. 
But Benjnmin is of the 


sort who wcmld rather be kicked than 
to be utterly ignored, and -would there- 
fore look upon the kicking part of his 
destiny as polite attention. "Picayune 
a' Butler is a comin' and a comin1." 


The seventh plank of the Ohio Demo- 


cratic platform is for civil service re- 
form. It charges the Republicans with 
"violating every pledge," and in order 
that the service may be truly and duly 
reformed, demands a change in the Ex- 
ecutive Administration of the Govern- 
ment. This is the meat of the whole 
story. "A change in the Executive' 
would give the Democracy precisely the 
reform they are hungry for—the offices 
Civil Service reform with the Democracy 
means "turn the rascals out," and the 
plank quoted from says this in almost 
that many words. 
The Ohio Democ- 


racy killed Pendletou, the only real 
civil service reformer it ever had, simply 
because bis bill contained a provision 
by 
which meritorious 
office-holders 


might remain in office.
